One area of the DD/S&T Program which caused concern to 
Mr, Duckett was the automatic data processing service furnished 
by OCS. He noted that demands for these services by elements 
outside the DD/S&T were quite expensive and were being f&rnished 
free. He envisaged the possibility of making a charge for 
these services, and further indicated his intention to resist 
the fulfilling of "operational'demands which required the 
unrealistic provision of computers and backup equipment. 
He anticipated continuous growth of automatic data processing 
in the Agency and the Intel Community (an 11% growth had already 
occurred between 1964-68), but felt that ADP support should be 
treated by Agency management as something other than a free good. 
Mr. Duckett mmaked noted a downward trend in funding R & D and 
expressxueed opinion,axxa which was bolstered by that of 
outside observers,that the Agency RD&E budget was too small in 
relation to the total Agency budget. While he was unable to 
determine with precision the magnitude of R&D for any given 
year, he felt there should be a source of funds (other than 


the Reserve) for exploratory research and development. His plan
